In a statement re- 
leased this week by the district, 
it was stated: 

“Any grower who plans on 
levelling land please contact the 
district before levelling operations 
are started. This is necessary so 
the district can check to see if 
there will be any conflict with 
district lines due to these levelling 
operations. 

“Since these lines are laid with 
an unconsolidated backfill, con- 
centrated loads or excessive vi- 
bration over the trench might 
cause damage to the lines. After 
several seasons this. backfill] should 
be consolidated enough through 
normal settlement to withstand 
normal loading received from 
farming operations. 


“However, these lines have been 
laid with minimum cover of three 
feet and if the levelling operations 
would reduce this cover then the 
lines might suffer damage. 


“Since different classes of pipe 
due to different head conditions, 
as well as other requirements, 
have been used on the Lindmore 
project, some lines are more sus- 
ceptible of damage than others. 
Consequently if the growers will

New grape vines should be 
started out as early in the season 
as possible. Vines planted in 
January or February do better 
than those planted out later. 


The 1952 Spray Program for 
peach, nectarine, plum, and wal- 
nuts are now available in the 
Farm Advisor’s Office, Post Office 
Building, Visalia. 


Burr clover on range land can 
frequently be encouraged to pro- 
duce more growth by spreading 
gypsum, at the rate of 400 to 600 
pounds per acre. Now is the time 
to do it. 


This is the season for lice on 
cattle. It’s also open season on 
lice. If you want to control this 
pest on beef cattle use a spray of 
DDT or BHC or a combination of 
both. Regardless of what you use, 
be sure to get proper instructions 
before going ahead with your 
spray program. 


The U. S. D. A. has set the 
vegetable acreage goal 9% above 
that of the 1951 season.

Vegetable growers are urged to 
order their fertilizer and other 
supplies for next year, if they 
have not already done so. _This 
helps to better distribute the 
available supplies where needed. 


Land which will be planted to 
sugar beets should be prepared 
as soon as possible. It is advis- 
able to have beets planted before 
the first of March. 


Deciduous trees and shrubs may 
be transplanted now. Care should 
be taken not to allow the roots to 
dry out during transplanting. Af- 
ter planting, the soil should be 
thoroughly soaked regardless of 
the weather and conditions of the 
soil.
